WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP).— 
The House today broke a two- 
month congressional deadlock on 
the Department of Agriculture ap- 
propriation bill by agreeing to a 
Senate proposal to allow sales of 
Government-owned wheat at prices 
below parity. 

After rejecting a new compro- 
mise proposal, the House accepted 
a Senate demand, backed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, that sales of Gov- 
ernment-owned wheat for livestock 


feed and industrial uses at 85 per 
cent of the parity price of corn— 
or about 83 cents a bushel—be al- 
lowed. 
The compromise proposal, of- 
(Dem.), Missouri, would have set 
the minimum sale price for the 
wheat at full parity for corn, or 
about 97 cents. Previously the 
House had insisted that such sales 
. be made at not less than parity 
. for wheat, or about $1.35 a bushel. 
The motion to accept the Senate 
version, made by Representative 
Tarver (Dem.), Georgia, was 
adopted by a vote announced by 
Speaker Rayburn as 171 to 57. The 
Senate then accepted a conference 
committee’s recommendation and 
the farm measure was ready for 
the President's signature. . 
The deadlock grew out of a Sen- 
ate demand that sale of 125 mil- 
lion bushels for feeding purposes 
be allowed at 85 per cent of corn 
parity. The administration wants 
to stabilize livestock feed prices 
at below-parity levels to encourage 
maximum production of meat, 
word and poultry products for war

GUAROSMAN SAN 
A NAZIS LANDING 
ON LONG ISLAND 


Feared Saboteur Was Go- 
ing to Hypnotize Him 
—Pretended.to Take 
Bribe and Gave Alarm. 


WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP).— 
The Coast Guard disclosed today 
that a 2i-year-old guardsman, on 
beach patrol at Amagansett, Long 
Island, surprised four of the eight 
Nazi saboteurs now on trial as 
they waded ashore carrying ex- 


plosives. 

The gurdsman, ’John C. Cullen 
of Bayside, L. IL, sounded the 
alarm which eventually led to the 
capture of the four men he gur- 
prised and four others. 

In a description drawn from 
Coast Guard files, the announce- 
ment disclosed that Cullen at one 
time feared he was about to be 
hypnotized by one of the sabo- 
teurs. The Nazis, in giving him a 
bribe he pretended to accept, gave 
Cullen -$40. less than they had 


promised. 
Diesel Heard Off Shore. 

The official record quoted an- 
other Coast Guardsman who par- 
ticipated. in the search for the 
four saboteurs as saying he saw 
“ea long, thin object, about 70 
feet long, about 150 feet: off shore,” 
while Cullen was reported to have 
heard the noise of powerful Diesel 
engines just off shore.

ATTACK GERMAN

200 Planes Make Daring 
Low - Level Assaults 
Along 200-Mile Front 
From Cherbourg Penin- 
sula to Etaples. 


LONDON, July 15: (AP). —Two 
hundred Spitfire fighter planes 
made a daring low-level . attack 
early tonight on German troops 
in France along a 200-mile “inva- 
sion coast” front from the Cher- 
broug peninsula to Etaples, the Air 
Ministry news service announced 
tonight. 

Earlier today, R. A. F. fighters 


had struck at Nazi installations in 


France, 

Several squadrons were assigned 
to morning operations. Strong 
formations of planes roared over 
Folkestone shortly before noon re- 
turning from the direction of Cap 
Griz Nez. 

Adverse weather kept British 
bombers from raiding Germany 
overnight, an informed source said. 


LONDON, July 15 (AP).—Soviet 
Russia was reported by qualified 
London sources today to be press- 
ing anew for the prompt opening 
of a second, American-British Eu- 
ropean land front to divert the 
Nazi armies pounding at the gates 
of the vital Caucasus. 

These sources pointed out the 
possibility that Japan may open 
a second front in Siberia to dis- 
tract the harried Red Army if 
the Nazis can set the stage for it. 

A smashing victory for the Ger- 
mans in the battle for the Cau- 


casian approaches, they predicted,/ 


will be followed by a Japanese 
attack on Siberian Russia. Japan 
was said to have massed at least 
24 divisions—about 360,000 men — 
in Manchoukuo with air reinforce- 
ments from home, 

August and September are the

Siberia, according to these sources. 
They noted that there were no 
signs of large scale Japdnese ac- 
tivity elsewhere on the Pacific 
front now. - 

English Public Wants Action. 

Whatever the pros and cons, 
public sympathy for the reported 
renewed pleading of Soviet Am- 
bassador Ivan Maisky was demon- 
strated in mass meetings over the 
week end at Glasgow and Liver- 
pool ‘which demanded both a new 
front and all aid for Russia. 

Soviet strategists say they are 
not satisfied that the British air 
offensive, hampered lately by bad 
weather, is a heavy enough threat 
to divert German troops from the 
Eastern front. 

On the other hand, military 
Sources here foresee a second front 
as more than just a big Commando 
raid — one requiring exhaustive 
preparation. They do not believe, 
they say, that the situation in 
Southern Russia has reached a 
point where an American-British 
invasion of the continent is essen- 
tial fo save Russia's armies from 
being crushed. 

That does not mean that they do. 
not see “very grave possibilities” 
in the present Russian situation. 

Although the Russians are being 
driven back, they said, there is no 
indication that any of the main 
Soviet armies has been broken or 
surrounded by the advancing Ger- 
mans, | 

The condition of the Red air 
force after more than a year of 
constant fighting, however, is wor- 
rying experts here who said they 
believed the effect of heayy Ger- 
man air reinforcements already 
was being felt on the battle front. 

The offensive training of a big 
American-British army in these

The great size of the fleet Japan 
sent to assault Midway in a hope- 
ful prelude to conquest of Hawaii 
disclosed for the first time—

Japanese Losses—Twenty ships 
sunk or damaged including four 
aircraft carriers sunk and three 


drowned, 

American Losses—The 19,900- 
ton aircraft carrier Yorktown 
put out of action, the destroyer 
Hammann sunk, an undisclosed. 
number of planes destroyed, and 
92 officers and 215 enlisted men 
lost. Loss of the destroyer and 
damage to an aircraft carrier 
had been reported previously, but 
this was the first time their 
names were given. While no fig- 
ures were announced for Ameri- 
can plane losses, it was said at 
the Navy Department that they 
could be gauged by the number 
of men killed. Total casualties 
of 307 would indicate losses of 
scarcely more than 50 even if all 
the casualties were among air- 
men. 


Importance of Battie.

Warns Against Optimism. 

“This is good news,” Farish said, 
“but it does not warrant undue op- 
timism on the part of American 
motorists. There should be con- 
servation of rubber. Driving speeds 
should be reduced to save wear on 
tires. Unnecessary driving should 
be eliminated. We are not yet out 
of the woods in this business of 
synthetic rubber, and nothing 
should be done to waste supplies 
that may turn out to be critical.” 

The new methods, Farish said, 
were known as the “flexon” and 
“quick butadiene” processes. Flex- 
on, he explained, is a rubber sub- 
stitute of the butyl type, already 
being made in experimental quan- 
tities from isobutylene by make- 
shift methods involving dry ice. 

The quick butadiene method, 
Farish said, involves production of 
buna S rubber by using spare 
equipment and odds and ends of 
junk to patch temporary facilities 
which could turn out rubber raw 
materials, 

Farish said that, after much ex- 
perimentation with wooden: tires, 
spring wheels and other tire sub- 
stitutes, the automobile industry 
had reached the conclusion that 
for the present there is no substi- 
tuté for the rubber tire. 

He said the Government’s 800,000- 
ton synthetic rubber program was 
sufficient for the military needs of 
the United Nations, but would be 
neither large enough nor soon 
enough for ordinary non-essential 
civilian motoring.

naval secrecy was raised an inch 
over past events. 

Although the Allied squadron, of 
which the American destroyers 
were a part, never actually saw the 
parachutists who were dropped 
near the two oil refineries 50 
miles from the Sumatra coast on 
the Moesi River, they were re- 
sponsible for making it possible 
for Dutch and British forces not 
enly to wipe out the men from 
the cloyds but also to demolish 
thoroughly both the Standard Oil 
and Shell refineries. 

Here is how it happened: The 
Japanese decided that while Singa- 
pore was still tottering, an over- 
lapping attack upon Palembang 
should be launched in order to 


consolidate their hold on the 
“Bomb Alley” in Bangka Strait 


‘ gs well as obtain the refineries in- 


tact. 
Japanese Strategy. 

About three days before the 
parachute attack, the Japanese 
sent a large convoy from their in- 
vasion bases, which were on the 
Anambas Islands in the extreme 
south of the China Sea. It was in- 
tended that the convoy, accom- 
panied by warships, should enter 
Bangka Straits, over which an 
umbrella of Japanese bombers and 
fighters was continuously opened, 
and there await at the mouth of 
the Moesi River the advent of the 
parachutists in transport planes. 
Apparently, these parachutists 
were based at Pemangkati in 
Northwestern Dutch Borneo, 
where one of the biggest and most 
modern Dutch airfields captured 
by the Japanese was located. 

The parachutists were ready to 
be launched as soon as the mos- 
quito fleet of barges launches 
carried aboard the transports were 
progressing up the Moesi. 

The justly respected Japanese 
ability to co-ordinate operational 
movements was rudely upset by 
the Allied squadron which went 
hunting the convoy in the waters 
north of Bangka in the Billiton Is- 
lands. The convoy was preceded by 
the usual cruiser-based reconnais- 
sance planes in addition to aircraft 
shuttling in the triangular passage 
between Malaya, Borneo and 
“Bomb Alley.” When the warning 
was given that the Allied squadron 
was approaching, the convoy was 
delayed and held back somewhere 
between the Riouw Islands, south 


of Singapore, and Dutch Borneo. 


Squadron Withdraws. 

Among the American warships in 
the squadron were the destroyers 
Peary, Whipple, Stewart and Pills- 
bury, three of which were later to 
meet a valorous end in the Battle 
for Java. Also included wag the 
British cruiser Exeter and at least 
one Dutch destroyer. 

When the southbound convoy 
withdrew on instructions from 
cruiser-based aircraft, the Allied 
squadron also withdrew to south- 
east of Bangka Island. Cruising in 
dangerously shallow waters, the 
Dutch destroyer ran aground here. 
The squadron, knowing that many 
Japanese submarines wereoperat- 
ing in this area, did the utmost to 
salvage the destroyer. All members 
of its crew were saved. But the 
squadron decided to linger to pro- 
tect the destroyer and was no long- 
er able to hide its location from 
Japanese bombers, 

The next morning heavy air at- 
tacks were made against the Al- 
lied fleet while the convoy was sent 
southward by another route to ren- 
dezvous at the Moesi. The Allied 
squadron was pulled back for the 
more essential defense of Java. 

Surprise Element Gone. 

However, when the Japanese 
fleet arrived at the Moesi, the vital 
element of surprise had been frus- 
trated. Knowing that they would 
soon be subjected to high-level 
bombing by American Flying For- 
tresses from Java and by Dutch 
and British bombers, the Japanese

S$ THE urgency of effecting « 
A tiversion to relieve the Ger- 
man pressure on Russia grows 


more apparent, so do the limita- | 


tions of the time factor. In order 
to be of any service to the Rus- 
sians, anything that is to be done 
in the West must be done fairly 
soon. This brings to mind the sit- 
uation on the Western front in 
April, 1918, when Maj. Gen. Sir 
Philip Nash, then Director Gen- 
eral of Military Railways for the 
British Army, put forward a plan 
for crippling the great German 
offensive on the by continu- 
ous air attacks on selected 
stretches of railway line. Gen. 
Nash’s plans were only partly car- 
ried out and the results were in- 
conclusive, but many British of- 


Bs ficers have felt that the results 


would have been decisive had Gen. 
Nash’s advice been followed. 


Today the situation of Germany 
with regard to interior lines of 
communication is a difficult one. 
Hitler’s egotism led him originally 
to neglect the railways in favor 
of his pet arterial highways; the 
consequence is that German rail- 
ways have been starved for raw 
materials, their rolling stock and 
locomotives are in poor condition, 
their repair facilities inadequate 
and yet they are being called on 
to bear heavier-and heavier bur- 
dens. 


An increasing shortage of motor 
fuel and lubricants, as well as la- 
bor and material difficulties af- 
fecting the output of trucks, re- 
quires the German railways to bear 
a much greater share in the move- 
ment of troops and supplies than 
in the earlier years of the war. In 
Eastern Europe good roads are 
few and far between and this puts 
the major burden for the supply 
of the German armies on the Rus- 
sian front squarely on the rail- 
ways. 


So far the railways have been 
able to take care of their increas- 
ing responsibilities only because 
the Germans have been able to 
loot the occupied regions of loco- 
motives, cars, rails and other ma- 
terial. Fortunately for the Ger- 
mans a uniform railway gauge pre- 
vails throughout the continent ex- 
cept in Spain and Russia. But 
there now is no more loot to be 
had and we find the Germans put- 
ting the most severe pressure on 
Vichy, already suffering cruel pri- 
vations from a shortage of trans- 
port, to obtain less than a thou- 
sand locomotives and 30,000 cars. 


As a matter of fact, neither in 
the amount of their equipment nor 
in the condition otf equipment, 
shops, rights-of-way and. perma- 
nent structures, are the German 
railways capable of meeting the 
present demands on them, to say 
nothing of the added strain which 


will come as the Russian offensive - 


begins to make real demands on 
the rear areas. Should a further 
sudden demand for a quick shift 
of troops and supplies be made, 
such as might be occasioned by an 
Allied attack in western Europe, 
the German railway system might 
conceivably break down altogether. 


Such a state of affairs is favor- 
able to the Allied cause and should 
be accentuated by direct action 
where that is possible. This consid- 
eration gives rise to the thought 
that a concerted air attack on the 
German railway system might 
provide just the added degree of 
strain which would be necessary 
to bring about a breakdown. As 
additional numbers of British and 
American aircraft become avail- 
able in the British Isles, it is quite 
possible that the best means of 
employing them, at least for the 
immediate future, may be a care- 
fully planned attack on the Ger- 
man railways. 


For such an attack to be _— 
ive, however, a great deal of fore- 
thought, and well-laid plans in 
which the technical advice of rail- 
way experts has been given a 
prominent part, are necessary. 
Anyone new to the subject would 
say without hesitation that the 
most vulnerable points of a rail- 
way are the main stations and 
junctions, Yet experience shows 
that this is very far from being 
the case, at least under ordinary 
conditions, Most junctions of any 
size have a good many tracks and 
passes so that it is very

Russian Withdrawal.

The voluminous reports a the details of the Battle of Midway have 
been studied and evaluated so that this resume now becomes possible. 


2, After the defeat of the Japa- 
nese in the battle of the Coral 
Sea between May 4 and May 8, 
our shore-based reconnaissance 
aircraft and submarines reported 
a general withdrawal of enemy 
naval ships from the Southwest 
Pacific toward Japan. Concentra- 
tion of enemy naval units made it 
apparent that large scale offen- 
sive operations were planned by 
the enemy. ; 

But the exact nature of the plan 
of the attack could only be 
guessed. 

The enemy had learned in the 
battle of the Coral Sea that the 
sea approaches to Australia were 
strongly defended. It appeared 
logical, therefore, that the enemy’s 
next thrust would come in some 
other area—possibly Hawaii, Alas- 
ka, the Panama Canal Zone, or 
even the Pacific Coast of the 
United States. In accordance with 
this estimate, United States naval 
surface forces were deployed in 
the area between Midway and the 
Aleutian Islands. Bases in the 
outlying islands and in Alaska were 
reinforced by long-range shore- 
based aircraft. Similar precaution- 
ary measures also were taken on 
the Pacific Coast and in the vi- 
cinity of the Panama 

3 At about 9 a. m., June 3, 
United States naval patrol planes 
reported a strong force of enemy 
ships about 700 miles off Midway, 
proceeding eastward. Nine United 
States Army Flying Fortresses 
based on Midway immediately 
were ordered to intercept and at- 
tack the approaching enemy. The 
Japanese force was observed to 
be approaching in five columns and 
was composed of many cruisers, 
transports, cargo vessels and other 
escort ships. The Army bombers 


. scored hits on one cruiser and one 


transport. Both ships were severe- 
ly damaged and left burning. 
Some lesser damage was done to 
other vessels in the formation. 
Later, during the night, four Navy 
Catalina flying boats iocated and 
attacked the same enémy group 
by moonlight. These four planes 
scored two torpedo hits on large 
enemy ships, one of which is be- 
lieved to have sunk. 


Army and Marine Corps 
Bombers Go Into Action. 


4. About dawn on June 4, sev- 
eral groups of Army medium and 
heavy bombers, and United States 
Marine Corps dive bombers and 
torpedo planes took to the air 
from Midway to attack the ap- 
proaching enemy. ‘The results of 
this attack were as follows: 

(A) Four Army torpedo bombers 
attacked two enemy aircraft car- 
riers through a heavy screen of 
enemy fighter protection and a 
custain of anti-aircraft fire. One 
torpedo hit on a carrier is believed 
to have been made. Two of the 
four bombers failed to return. 

(B) Six Marine Corps torpedo 
Planes attacked the enemy force 
the face of heavy odds.

7. It was-learned later that our 
aerial attacks had caused the ene- 
my carrier force to change its 
course.

Their complete 
change of course was not observed 
by our shore-based planes because 
the change came after the planes 
had delivered their attacks and 
while they were returning to Mid- 
way to rearm,

8. Meanwhile, United States na- 
val forces afloat were being 
brought into position. Our car- 
rier-based aircraft were launched 
and were: proceeding to the spot 
where the enemy’s previous course 
and speed would have placed him 
had he chosen to continue the as- 
sault, as expected. Unaware of the 
enemy's change of course, ‘ one 
group of carrier-based fighters and 
dive bombers searched along the 
reported track to the southeast un- 
til shortage of gas forced them to 
abandon the search and go into 
Midway. Some were forced down 
at sea when they ran out of gas. 
Most of those forced down were 
later rescued. The commanding 
officer of a different flight com- 
posed of fighters, dive bombers and 
torpedo planes made an accurate 
estimate of the situation and con- 
cluded that the enemy was re 
treating. Fifteen torpedo planes 
from this group, therefore, located 
the enemy~-to the westward and 


out protection or assistance of any 
kind. Although some hits were re- 
ported by radio from these air- 
planes and although some enemy 
fighters were shotsdown, the total 
damage inflicted by this squadron 
in this attack may never be 
known. None of these 15 planes 
returned. The sole survivor of the 
30 officers and men of this squad- 
ron was Ensign G. H. Gay Jr., 
U. S. N. R., who scored one tor- 
pedo hit on an enemy carrier be- 
fore he was shot down. 

9. Other carrier-based groups of 
torpedo planes proceeded to press 
the attack after the enemy had 
been located. In spite of heavy 
losses during these attacks, the 
torpedo planes engaged the atten- 
tion of the enemy fighters and 
anti-aircraft batteries to such a 
degree that our dive bombers were 
able to drop bomb after bomb on 
the enemy ships without serious in- 
terference. As the result, the Navy 
dive bombers scored many hits and 
during this phase of the action in- 
flicted upon the enemy the follow- 


damage: 

(A) The Kaga, Akagi and Soryu, 
aircraft carriers, were .severely 
damaged. Gasoline in planes caught 
on their flight decks ignited, start- 
ing fires which burned until each 
carrier had sunk, 

(B) Two battleships were hit. 
One was left burning fiercely. 

(C) One destroyer was hit and 
is believed to have sunk, 

10. Shortly after this battle, a 
force of about 36 enemy planes 
from the undamaged carrier Hiryu 
attacked the U. 8S. aircraft carrier 
Yorktown and its escorts. Eleven 
of 18 Japanese bombers in the 
group were shot down by our 
fighters before ‘their bombs were 
dropped. Seven got through our 
fighter protection. Of these seven, 
one was disintegrated by a surface 
ship’s anti-aircraft fire; a second 
dropped its bomb load into the sea 
and plunged after it, while a third 
was torn to shreds by machine-

(B) Two carriers, Kaga and 
Akagi, had been hit by many 
bombs and torpedoes from army 
planes and carrier-based naval air- 
craft in the morning, and the 
Akagi had been further damaged 
by army aircraft in the late after- 
noon, One of these two iers 
was ,reported by Ensign Gay to 
have been shelled and finished off 
by a Japanese cruiser. Both 
enemy, carriers sank or were sunk 
by the Japanese before morning.

All except one of 
the crew of the second plane were 
rescued.

Throughout the night of June $-6, 
our aircraft carriers steamed to 
the westward in pursuit. of the 
enemy. 

18, Early in the morning of June 
6 a search by carrier aircraft dis- 
covered two groups of enemy ships, 
each containing cruisers and de- 
stroyers. Between 9:30 and 10 a. 
m., our carrier planes attacked one 
group which contained the heavy 
cruisers Mikuma and Mogami and 
three destroyers. At least two 
bomb hits were scored on each 
cruiser. One of the destroyers was 
sunk. The attacks were carried 
on until 5:30 p. m. The Mikuma 
was sunk shortly after noon. The 
Mogami was gutted and subse- 
quently sunk. Another enemy 
cruiser and a destroyer also were 
hit during these series of attacks. 

19, It was during this afternoon 
(June 6) that the United States 
destroyer Hammann was torpedoed 
and sunk by an enemy submarine. 
Most of her crew were rescued, 
The Hammann was the destroyer 
announced as lost in Admiral 
Nimitz’s communique No. 4 (June 
7, 1942). — 

20. After June 6 repeated at- 
tempts were made to contact the 
remainder of the Japanese inva- 
sion fleet but without success. It 
was on June 9, while one of these 
searches was being carried out by 
a group of long-range Army me- 
dium bombers under the command 
of Maj. Gen. Clarence L, Tinker, 
U. S. A, that the plane carrying 
Gen. Tinker was forced down at 
sea and lost. dg

22. Our total personnel’ losses 
were 92 officers and 215 enlisted 
men. 

23. Our forces fought under the 
command of Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz, U. S. N., commander in 
chief of the Pacific fleet. Other 
officers who held important com- 
mands during the battle were 
Lieut. Gen, Delos C. Emmons, U. 8. 
A., comanding general, Hawaiian 
Department; Maj. Gen. W. W. Hale, 
U. S. A., head of the bombing com- 
mand of the Army Air Force in 


Hawaii, and Brig. Gen. Henry K./ 


Pickett, U. S. M. C., commander of 
U. 8. Marine Corps forces in the 
Hawaiian area. 

24. Among the officers who held 
important commands at the scene 
of the action were Maj. Gen. C. L. 
Tinker, U. S. A.. commander of the 
Army Air Force in Hawaii. Gen. 
Tinker was lost in action. Vice- 
Admiral (then Rear Admiral) F. J. 
Fletcher, U. S. N., Rear Admiral 
R. A..Spruance, U. S..N., Rear Ad- 
miral T. C. Kincaid, U.S. N., and 
Rear Admiral W. W. Smith, U. 8. | 
N., had commands at sea through- 
out the action. Capt C. T. Simard, 
U. 8. N., had command of the naval 
air station at Midway.

25. The battle of Midway was a 
complex and widespread action in- 
volving a number of engagements 
lasting more than three days and 
nights. Even our active partici- 
pants in the numerous attacks and 
counterattacks are unable to give 
confidently an accurate account 
of the damage inflicted by any one 
group in-the many individual and 
unified attacks of our Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps personnel.

Smashed Flight Decks. 


That the Navy, through its meth- 
ods of disseminating the news, 
may have fostered this odd be- 
lief undoubtedly goes without Say- 
ing—but that, of course, doesn’t 
make it any more true. Just to set 
the matter straight at the outset, 
the battle of Midway didn’t get 
started until five minutes before 
noon, June 4, and it was ended to 
all intents and purposes 15. min- 
utes later when the Navy dive 
bombers had smashed the flight 
decks of the enemy carriers and 
made homeless all the Japanese 
planes then in the air.

bomber was presént when our bad- 
ly battered but victorious torpedo 
plane squads went in to administer 
the coup de grace to what re 
mained of the flaming Kagi and 
Akaga. This was definitely a Navy 
job carried out in the same fash- 
ion and as part of the same sort 
of fleet operation as in the blast- 
ing of the Marshalls and Wake. 
You might not have gathered that 
from such news as the reluctant 
censors allowed to slip ‘ through 
their hands a couple of weeks aft- 
erward—but there it is. 

No one in his right mind would 
wish to detract from the work of 
the land plane squadrons, for the 
Army and Marine Corps did their 
bit in spreading the Pacific with 
burning ships during the ensuing 
48 hours.

It is rather unfortunate that our 
statesmen chose go important a field in 
which to expand their political plowing. 
So long as they were working for purely 
personal gain, ate only slight expense to 
others, there was little to be feared.

Yes, they brazenly dare to tell us that 
OPA funds are being used without re- 
gard to party politics, and that the OPA 
must be punished by a cut in its ap- 
propriation, 

Furthermore, our elected politicians 
make sure that all future appointments 
of any importance are to go only to the 
right people, by ruling that they must be 
made with the consent of the Senate— 
‘the same Senate that cries out in ex- 
haustion at its alleged overwork. 

The idea of allowing political ap- 
pointees to rule on such vital matters 
as rent control and price ceilings is 
atrocious. That such matters should 
come under the control of local political 
bigwigs and party bosses, may well be 
tragic. 

We are fortunate, thus far, that per- 
gonal favoritism in OPA rulings has 
been avoided. Would there be any hope 
of continuing such impartiality when 
the boys with the big cigars are run- 
ning the agency? 

Your rent will depend on your land- 
lord’s acquaintance with the local boss, 
and the prices you pay on the influence 
of the merchant. And pity the property- 
holder or business man who is on the 
wrong side of the political fence! 

It is these same Congressmen who 
have the impudence to complain when 
criticised; to cry for unity while repair- 
ing their private political machines. 

We need unity, but we need statesman- 
‘ghip also. And we have a right to ex- 

pect it of our Congressmen. We are 
getting tired of writing them letters 
about their mistakes. But instead of 
complaining about the letters, they 
should quit playing politics with infla- 
tion control. They are toying with some- 
thing far more dangerous than Nazi 
bombs.

decision in Russia and the Near East? The question 
is being asked everywhere as the war goes into a 
new and calamitous phase, and as victory upon vic- 
tory is scored by the Axis nations. 

‘It is being asked in Russia, where Hitler’s long-

There are times in the world’s history when 
the future of humanity may be decided, as com- 
pared with past millenniums, within the ticking 
of a clock. .., The Don flows red—down White- 
hall and down Pennsylvania avenues. There is 
nothing more to say. 

The question is being asked in London. Express- 
ing the same point of view of other papers, the 
London Daily Herald says: 

If we fail to open a second front soon enough,

or sheer low spirits, the price of our ineptitude 
may be no more freedom—anywhere—forever. 


When Hitler moved into Russia on June 22, 1941, 
there were many persons, including highly-placed 
military officers, who thought he had an easy vic- 
tory and that the respite for Britain would be short. 
But the weeks elapsed, the months elapsed, and now 
more than a year has elapsed and Russia has held 
the mightiest army ever assembled upon the face 
of the earth. 

How much longer can Russia hold? In the long 
interval between June 22, 1941, and the present, 
little has been done to capitalize Hitler’s preoccupa- 
tion in the East. The Wilhelmstrasse and the Ger- 
man High Command must regard incredulously and 
with the utmost thankfulness, that England and the 
United States have not grasped the opportunity to 
attack in the West, while the Russian bear still 
claws for life. 

Hitler has millions of men on the Eastern front, 
the cream of his tanks and airplanes; he has nearly 
the whole of continental Europe to garrison and 


police; he is working frantically to free himself of 
a most dangerous weakness on the West. Yet, aside 
from R. A. F. raids and Commando expeditions, he 
enjoys immunity there. 


What in God’s name will happen if he sacceeds 


in mutilating Russia to extinction and is able to 
turn once more with his victorious armies to the 
West? How many years and how much blood will 
it take to defeat a Hitler who, with his Axis partners, 
controls all of Europe, the vast expanses of Russia 
which reach to the Pacific and much of the Far East? 


A good many arguments have been made against 


the dangers and difficulties of establishing a second 
front in Western Europe. Let us grant all of them. 
But if Hitler disposes of Russia, each one of these 
arguments will be magnified ten-fold. 


It is not the spirit of the American people to lie 
back and take it. It is our spirit to go forward to 
the attack. We cannot win this war unless we 
seize our opportunities and carry the war to the 
enemy. What happens within the next few weeks 
may a profound influence on our destiny.

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GOOD NEWS FROM CHINA. 

The best news which has come from China in 
months is not the report of a victory on the field of 
battle, but a statement from the Chinese Communica- 
tions Minister, Chang Kai-ngau. Minister Chang has 
told the Associated, Press at Chungking, seat of the 
embattled government, that the capacity of the air 
lines which tie China to ber Allies compares favor- 
ably with that of the old Burma Road.

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WAR ORDER FEE 
OF $600,000 FOR 
FIRM ALLEGED 


Committee Is Told. 


WASHINGTON, July 15.(AP).— 
The House Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee was told today that the Wash- 
ington sales engineering company 
of Shirley, Olcott & Nichols had 
received more than $600,000 in cash 
since Jan. 1 as agents for manu- 
facturers seeking war contracts. 

Representatives of the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the Army and 
the Navy sat in as Thomas Hinkel, 
committee counsel, opened a com- 
mittee inquiry by saying that it 
was directed toward disclosing the 
activities and profits of the “so- 
called 5 per cent representatives 
and agents” of manufacturers 
handling war work. 

Lists Several Cases. 

Hinkel said also that he would 
show that: 

1. Horace Ward, “an individual 
who acts for his principals on a 
contingent fee basis, generally in 
the amount of 5 per cent,” had re- 
ceived a total net income of almost 
$376,000 for the 18-month period 
ending June 30. 


2. The firm of William Scrim- 
geour & Sons, who furnish “so- 
called engineering services in addi- 
tion to their sales activity,” had 
received more than: $200,000 on na- 
val contracts aloné since 1939. 

3. John J. Orr, a graduate of the 
Naval Academy and a former em- 
ploye of the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration, had received more 
than $50,000 since January, 1941. 

Called as the first witnesses were 
* A. P. Shirley of Mount Vernon, Va., 
and F. B. Olcott and F. C. Nichols, 
both of Washington. Shirley, a 
retired Army major who described 
himself as an engineer with experi- 
ence in selling “tools all over the 
world,” safd that his company rep- 
resented 46 manufacturers and that 
his business had grown “like a 
snowball.” He started representing 
manufacturers in 1929 after coming 
to Washington, he said, “for a 
chat.” 

Olcott and Nichols, both former 
civilian employes of the Navy—the 
former at $4600 a year and the lat- 
ter at $4000—joined the firm in the 

mid-1930s. 

Chosen for Ability. 

Shirley denied he had picked 
Olcott and Nichols as his associ- 
ates becxuse of their contact with 
ranking naval officials and manu- 
facturers dealing with the depart- 
ment, and declared he had chosen 
“them because of their engineering 
ability. 

“You three men, sitting here in 
Washington,” Representative Vin- 
son bluntly told them, “are getting 
$1150 each a day, every day for 
the first six months of this year, 
including Sunday, while boys are 
dying at Bataan and Corregidor 
and on the Lexington. 

“I am going to see if I can break 
up this practice of contingent fees. 
There’s no justification for it. 
You've built up a clientele and 
created the impression that these 
people have to come to you to get 

business with the Government, and 
that you can get specifications 
changed so that Ahey can handle 
the work.” 

The three men testified that they 
had split up the firm’s net profits 
for the first six months of this 
year, each of them receiving a 
check for $208,211.94. They divided

To Be Feared 
As a Weapon 


“Logan Clendening, M.D. 
| T iy expressed, of a secret weap- 
on consisting of ‘the spraying 
of germs by enemy action, are not 
, based on very sound or extensive 
knowledge. Modern hygiene is 
competent to protect both the civil- 
jan population and the armed 
forces against most of the types of 
infection now known—in fact, it is 
part of the duty of the Sanitary 
Corps to carry out measures of 
such protection. 

In. 1880 it might have been pos- 
sible to infect a camp or a city 
water supply with Asiatic cholera 
or typhoid fever but now the water 
supply is. automatically tested and 
preventive measures are put in 
operation, so that even if an enemy 
infected the supply, this would not 
constitute a menace.

THE DREAM frequently ex- 
ploited of an enemy dropping 
“bombs loaded with germs gets 


very vague when it begins to de- 


scribe what kind of germs they 
are. It would be possible to in- 
fect the ground with the germs of 
tetanus or lockjaw, but all the 
armed forces are protected against 
this by the use of toxoid. 

We know very little about the 
conditions under which such germs 
as those that cause ee 

pagated and where or how they 
he before infection starts, We 
probably have as much pneumonia 
around us all the time now as it is 
possible to have and loosing addi- 
tional carriers or additional con- 
centrations of dust containing 
pneumonia germs would not add 
any menace to life. 

Besides that, scattering germs 
over the earth for a successful op- 
eration would have to take into 
consideration the climate and the 
kind of earth on which the germs 
were sprayed. For instance, it 
would be possible to spray & fun- 

called coccidioides and this 
might infect both the armed forces 
and the civilian population, but 
the trouble is this particular fun- 
gus only grows in one very re- 
stricted spot on the face of the 
United States and probably on the 
face of the globe, which is the 
San Joaquin Valley in California, 
and it wouldn't do any harm to 
spray it on the ground in Au- 
stralia and the Western Front be- 
cause it would die out.

THE SPREAD of such diseases 
as typhus or the plague depends 
on the use of animal carriers 
but here again the sanitation de- 
partment is constantly on the alert 
to see that troops are deloused 
and that rats are controlled. 

So, so far as any germs known 
to us now are concerned, the idea 
of using them as a secret weapon 
is completely impractical. If it 
were possible to use the last-dis- 

‘covered human fungus disease 
which is about 99 per cent fatal 
(histoplasmosis), we might have 
some reason to fear, but so far 
this fungus has been found only 
in dying human beings and in one 
dog. It is found in dust and in the 
ground in a good many parts of 
the United States, but to date the 
number of cases that have been 
affected totals only 50, so it does 
not appear to be an agent which 
is sufficiently communicable to 
worry about. 

M. A. R.: Is it all right to use 
saccharin to sweeten coffee during 
the sugar rationing or is it harm- 
ful in any way? 

Answer: Saccharin is not harm- 
ful and will sweeten coffee with 
very much higher potency than 
sugar itself. A great many people 
have used saccharin over many 
years without having any harm 
done to them,
